Gets Fast 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
When Walter Keuther announces 
a bargaining objective either for 
labor generally or for his United 
Automobile Workers (CAW), in 
dustrv does not take tile matter 
lightly. 
His ideas have a way of 
setting the pace, and turning up 
in labor contracts. 
His union was in Hie van in pro­ 
moting long term contracts with 
“escalator’’ wage clauses tied to 
changes in the cost of living. 
It 
was the same with the so-called 
guaranteed annual wage. 
Now Reuther says the UAW will 
shoot in 1958 for a shorter work 
week while at the same time seek­ 
ing higher hourly pay. 
Undoubtedly this is a broad goal 
desired not simply by the Uh W 
or even organized labor but by all 
the working populace. 
A hundred 
years ago the work week was six 
days and the work day 14 hours. 
Progressive reductions have m ark­ 
ed the upward course of industrial 
civilization. 
But by and large these slashes 
in working 
time have come as 
technical advances allowed great 
gains in output per 
man — the 
measure of productivity. 
So, too, 
have wages climbed with the stea 
dv march of efficiency. 
Any serious 
forcing of either 
wage boosts 
or work-time cuts, 
however, can have a damaging 
rather than beneficial effect. Such 
gains are not real but artificial. 
They can be inflationary, though 
they are far from the sole cause 
of inflation. 
Reuther appears 
to recognize 
this, for he says any general cut 
In hours can’t come from arbitrary 
action by either labor or manage­ 
ment 
It must emerge from the 
justifying economic facts, and bas­ 
ically that means advancing pro­ 
ductivity. 
Yet labor leaders by the nature 
of their position are committed to 
pressing for improvements at ev­ 
en ' chance, and not always are 
they mindful of the economic rea 
sonableness of their claims. Pow­ 
erful unions like the UAW can force 
the pace. 
What Reuther has proposed is 
in the long range eminently desir­ 
able. 
But his quest for this goal 
will win general support and re­ 
spect only as he sticks to the rule 
that fulfillment must be built upon 
a sound economic foundation.

“ If our present laws 
are inadequate to deal with this 
situation, then they ought to be 
changed. 
We are not wedded 
to 
any program, if it isn’t working.” 
Secretary Benson, who attended 
the meeting, agreed that his flex­ 
ible program hadn't worked out 
as well as he had hoped, but he 
contended that this 
was partly 
because 
of “ mandatory 
provi­ 
sions” still in the law, 
establish­ 
ing 
75 per cent minimums 
for 
price supports on basic crops —* 
corn, wheat, cotton, rice and pea­ 
nuts. 
An over-all review of the crop 
price and surplus situation would 
be made with an eye to corrective 
legislation, Benson reported. Farm 
organizations would be consulted. 
However, 
he 
emphasized 
that 
Congress should assume a great 
part 
of the 
responsibility. 
He 
didn’t want to be left carrying the 


ball alone, declared the Secretary 
of Agriculture. 
BIG FARMERS PROFIT 
Another objection raised by Eis­ 
enhower was the high cost to the 
taxpayers of maintaining Hip cur­ 
rent Benson program, i i reflected 
by the Agriculture Department’s 
budget of *5.300.000,000 
In this 
connection, congressional leaders 
reported that some farm senators 
felt that the cost of sending sur­ 
plus farm goods abroad should be 
charged to the foreign aid 
pro­ 
gram, not the farm program. 
Eisenhower said he was opposed 
to this, pointing out that farmers 
“ get 
the benefit 
of the surplus 
disposal program.” 
Tile 
President 
also 
contended 
that the bulk of the benefits under 
the present program were going 
to 
big farmers, 
and that 
“ the 
small 
farm er isn’t 
getting his 
rightful share.” One reason for 
this, it was brought out, was that 
big farmers could make a living 
out of Benson’s soil bank program, 
even if they take a large part of 
their 
soil out 
of production — 
something 
little farmers cannot 
afford to do. 
Note I: 
Farm organizations re­ 
port that big farmers and “ absen­ 
tee” city fanners are engaged in 
a wave of land buying, then put­ 
ting these acres into the soil bank 
Note 2:

Automobile Industry Seeks New Brokes 
To Meet Challenge of High Horsepower

take in stopping a car quickly, 
only the friction of the skidding 
tire is left to bring the vehicle 
to a halt. 
Now this problem has been suc­ 
cessfully attacked by the Pone-1 


bred Corp. of Marshfield, Wis., 
with the help of the University 
of Wisconsin 
It s a method of in 
troducing special 
steel 
coils in 
the tread without adding driving 
noise 
but 
providing 
emergency 
traction and non-skid properties. 
During normal driving the steel 
ends remain embedded in the tire. 
But when the brake is suddenly 
applied, the tire tends to flatten 
on the road, and the steel emerges 
like a cat’s claws. 
Goodyear is 
rushing

tread and is already producing 
some tires with it on a limited 
basis. 
Most brake research is now ex­ 
ploring the disc principle.

the equivalent of stopping a spin­ 
ning cymbal by clamping another 
cymbal to it.

DETROIT— (NEA)—The 
auto­ 
mobile industry is seeking new 
brakes for its horsepower race. 
This does not mean less power­ 
ful engines. 
Ifs a vast research 
program to get new and improved 
brakes for safe control of all the 
new power. 
Next year will probably find the 
biggest jump yet in horsepower, 
to challenge the brake developers 
as never before. 
The 
power 
jump 
will 
come 
from the widespread offering of 
fuel-injection engines as optional 
equipment. 
Fuel injection means 
shooting liquid gas directly into 
the piston chamber, shortcutting 
the conventional carburetor sys­ 
tem of first vaporing the fuel. 
This reporter has just driven 


an experimental Pontiac with a 
fuel-injection system, planned to 
be offered to the public next year. 
It s like being behind the wheel 
of a souped-up sports car. 
The 
acceleration, from any speed, is 
astonishing.

It’s this startling boost in en­ 
gine performance which the new 
fuel-injection systems and other 
improvements will offer next year 
that now has the brake research­ 
ers working overtime. 


During the past IO years al­ 
most everyone in the car design 
business has been working at odds 
with the brake boys. 
Cars have been built heavier, 
making them harder to stop. 
Au­ 
tomatic transmissions have elimi­ 
nated the braking effect of en­ 
gines. 
Styling has covered the 


wheels and made .them smaller, 
increasing the vital heat dissipa­ 
tion problem. 


New roads have increased the 
average highway speed, putting a 
greater strain 
on 
brakes. 
Con­ 
gested city traffic has also put an 
added burden on brake systems,

Up until now the brake experts 
have kept pace by improving the 
basic components of the conven­ 
tional drum system. 
This involves 
the principle of applying friction 
to the inside rim of the cake-tin­ 
shaped drum. 
The metal parts of the brake 
assembly

improved to take greater heat and 
wear. 
Brake systems have been 
stablized 
so that stopping
